Berries are Good Tonics 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
The summer season is the time for luscious 
berries in profusion and everyone should learn 
to use them. Berries, like the orange, help 
prevent acidosis, as they have an alkaline re- 
action in the body. They contain large quan- 


elements, principally potash, 
magnesium and lime. Straw- 
berries and currants are es- 
pecially rich in iron. 

Most berries are mildly 
laxative and all of them are 
extremely agreeable to the 
taste. Berries are really small 
fruits with a slightly acid 
flavor and enticing fragrance. 

Berries should be used in 
the same way as acid fruits. 
When berries are well ripen- 
ed they may be used as ces- 
sert at a meal which does not contain starch 
During the berry season a very palatable lunch- 
eon may be had by using a pint of raw milk 
and as many berries of any kind as dessert. 

Berries should be washed in several waters 
before using to remove any dust or spray which 
may be on them. In buying berries choose the 
boxes which contain large berries of good color 
and avoid those which are small, shriveled, 
moldy or mashed. Berries keep best when 
spread out in a cool place or in wooden boxes, 
but spoil and mildew easily when kept for any 
length of time in boxes made of waterproof 
paper. 

The common habit of consuming berries in 
pie or pudding or in jam is not good. They do 
not combine well with starches and most people 
who complain of trouble after eating berries 
make this mistake. If they would learn to use 
berries by themselves or with no starchy foods 
they would never have trouble from eating 
them.

understood that the dowry each received, repre- 
sented the proportion of her father’s wealth 
that would have been hers on equal division 
among members of their respective families 
If my memory is good it showed Mussolini as 
having a fortune of about $12,000,000 and Laval 
about $10,000,000. 

The Communist party is demanding a par- 
liamentary commission to probe the manner in 
which the four distinguished ex-Socialist French 
statesmen acquired their wealth.
